183 known to be victims of the 
red spider, 55 per cent are culti­ 
vated species and 45 per cent wild. 
Mr. McGregor had compiled a Ibt 
of plants arranged in order of their 
susceptibility to red spider attack 
in the cotton belt which are most 
commonly infested.

AUSTIN. Sept. I.— C urtailm ent 
in the textile industry was consid­ 
erably greater during July than 
the usual seasonal decline during 
the summ er in the past few year:', 
according to Bervard Nichols, edi­ 
tor of the Texas Business Review, 
issued monthly by the Bureau of 
Business Research at the Univer­ 
sity of Texas. 
“July was a rather poor month 
for the industry,” Mr. Nichols ex­ 
plained. 
“ Most mills were operat­ 
ing on a schedule of 50 percent be­ 
low the rate of a year ago at this 
time and no immediate improve­ 
ment is in sight. 
The yarn and 
cloth m arkets are far from de­ 
sirable in the larger centers, but 
the widespread curtailm ent in tex­ 
tile plants in all sections of the

First Six Inches of Top Soil Control 
Value of Farm From Agricultural 
Point of View; Soil Restoration Is Told

Types of soil and farming meth­ 
ods in Brazos county and sur­ 
rounding areas, may differ widely 
from those observed in other sec­ 
tions of the state yet the fact re­ 
mains that the first six inches of 
top soil determines the value of 
the farm from 
an 
agricultural 
standpoint; and farmers in south- 
central Texas are beginning to re­ 
alize that a deed to a farm wiil 
not 
prevent the fertile top soil 
from washing away down stream 
to the gulf. 
Generations ago, New England 
faced the problem of rehabilitat­ 
ing depleted hill-side farms. 
The 
great corn belt and the upper 
Mississippi Valley, faced this same 
problem within the memory of 
present day agricultural workers; 
and hill-side 
or 
gently 
rolling 
fields, had either to be restored to 
fertility or abandoned as culti­ 
vated areas. 
In the 
north 
and 
central sections of Texas today, 
there are many abandoned fields 
that are known to have been fer­ 
tile and productive areas 20 years 
ago. 
Today, we see them gullied 
and scarred by erosion, and in 
many cases too 
badly 
depleted 
even to produce a growth of grass 
and weeds suitable for grazing 
purposes. 
It would have been far better 
if these areas had never been put, 
into cultivation; 
and the 
only 
chance of restoring them to useful­ 
ness today, is that of setting them 
to bermuda grass while there is yet 
soil enough for the roots to take 
hold. 
In some cases where gully­ 
ing has not progressed too far, 
these fields might be terraced be­ 
fore the grass is set, and in a few 
years, as bermuda meadows, they 
would furnish excellent grazing 
for dairy stock and other farm an­ 
imals. 
We do not prescribe terracing 
as a last resort, but urge rather 
that farmers terrace their land be­ 
fore the soil 
becomes 
depleted. 
Terraces do not produce fertility, 
they werely conserve it.While gul­ 
lies are conclusive evidence of se­ 
rious wasting of fertility by ero­ 
sion, not all fields that are being 
depleted by erosion become gul­ 
lied. 
In many 
instances, 
sheet 
erosion which leaves little or no 
scar on the land, carries away an 
unbelievable volume of soil and 
humus. 
The use of contour rows 
on moderate 
slopes, 
will 
some 
times check erosion successfully; 
yet their use often results in start­ 
ing gullies, unless they are use! 
in connection with terraces. 
The 
type of soil that permits sheet 
erosion is usually the easiest and 
cheapest to terrace. 
Observation of terraces over a

greater economy on a field that 
has been terraced, for terraces 
prevent the fertilizer from being 
carried away in run-off water, and 
also by retaining more moisture in 
the soil they often provide the 
necessary moisture to bring the 
fertilizer into solution so that it 
is available to the growing plant. 
The following points on terrac­ 
ing have the endorsement of ex­ 
perts along that line ,and are per­ 
tinent to 
the 
construction and 
maintenance of terraces over all 
sections of Texas: 
(1) A terrace that for any rea­ 
son fails to check the swiftness 
of run-off water, will fail to pre­ 
vent erosion and subsequent loss 
of soil and fertility. 
(2) Terraces are better built 
late than never; but they should be 
built while the top-soil is yet fer­ 
tile and productive—the sooner 
the better. 
(3) It is better to build a few 
terraces and build them well than 
to cover a great acreage with ter­ 
races that are poorly built. 
(4) Terrace lines should be laid 
out umler expert supervision. 
(5) Crop rows should always 
run with the terraces, and never 
acrqss them either diagonally or at 
right angles. 
(6) If an entire field can not be 
terraced in one season, the top ter­ 
race should be built first. 
(7) Terraces should be built up 
from time to time to offset the na­ 
tural settling and wearing down 
from cultivation. 
(8) An unusually heavy rain 
will likely reveal weak spots in 
your terrace lines, and give warn­ 
ing where the outlets need atten­ 
tion or alteration. 
(9) Terraces should be built so 
that they can be cultivated just 
like all other parts of the field. 
The average cost of terracing 
in Texas is $2.50 per acre, and 
Texas farmers have estimated the 
average annual increase of profits 
due to terracing, as more than $5 
per acre. 
While no conclusive 
data are available on this .subject 
at present, it is likely that time 
and research will establish terrac­ 
ing as a considerable factor in fu­ 
ture flood control methods.
